Our Supreme Obligation

AS an evangelist, I wish to give some 
thoughts on why and how we should 
unite our efforts to save the lost. I be- 
lieve we as a great Church, having the 
full knowledge and power of God, are in 
a better position to carry on this great 
work than some others. We can if we will 
bring these great powers into display to 
counteract the working of Satan in these 
last days when he is doing all in his pow- 
er to mislead by seducing spirits and cause 
people to wrest the Scriptures to their 
own destruction. I say it is our supreme 
duty to win them if we possibly can. 
There are over 80,000,000 people lost in 


. these United States, 24,000,000 million in 


the south land. There are more souls lost 
in Chicago alone than in Utah and New 
Mexico put together. Let us pray as we 
never have before. All night is not. too 
much prayer, if we really get the vision of 
the lost as we should. God does not want 
to give them up to the sword but He may 
unless we as Christians pray very hard for 
them. 


God has given man many things to do 
and he has done many of them, but he 
has left undone the main task, that is, to 
win the lost. He has been given power 
over the earth and the blind forces. Man 
has tunneled the mountains, spanned the 
ocean, ribboned the earth with highways, 
bridled the lightning, harnessed the air 
waves, and many other things. We may 
have to use a different method to get the 
gospel to the people but the principle of 
saving a man is the same as in Paul’s day. 

Let us consider the condition of the 
sinner for a moment. David said he was 
born in sin and shaped in iniquity. In 
Eph. 3:4 Paul says the sinner is dead in 
sin and in trespasses, void of life; he does 
not respond to the sweet story of the 
cross because he is dead and can not 
feel or hear or see. Poor sinner! Think of 
him, my preacher brother. He has the 
devil for his father, sin for his partner in 
life, and hell for his long home. Sin goes 
with him in life, strangles him in death 
and will doom him in the judgment. 

Ezek. 38:87, “O wicked man, thou 
shalt surely die.” If you, preacher man, 
fail to warn the wicked man, he will die 
in his sins but “his blood will I require 
at your hand,” says God. Paul felt the 
awful burden when he cried out, “I could 
wish my self accursed from Christ for 
my brethren, my kinsmen according to 
the flesh.” Christ felt the burden when 
He became willing to pay the supreme 
price for the souls of men. The loss of the 
sinner is more than any temporal loss of 
wealth, health, or fame, more than a man 
lost in a fog-covered mountain, or a child 
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lost in a deep wood, or a woman lost in 
the trackless desert, for when the lost ar- 
rive at their destiny nothing but terrible 
thunderstorms will greet them, where ev- 
ery sound is sickening and deathly, and 
where every noise is the deafening roar of 
eternity, with hell’s unmmuffled thunder 
in the indescribable shrieks of the 
damned. This is what it is. Psa. 9:17, 
“The wicked shall be turned into hell, 
and all the nations that forget God.” 
“Bind him hand and foot, ... and 
cast him into outer darkness; there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth.” It 
will mean to writhe in pain without a 
minute’s rest, to suffer anguish beyond 
anything we have ever known, with 
agony to the utmost. It is limitless tor- 
ture. All of these will be aggravated and 
accumulated. Oh, it is eternal death. Ev- 
ery thunder tone as it speeds on its way 
mutters eternal death. The walls and 
dome of hell echo eternal death. 


The soul that sinneth it shall die, for 
God has sworn it and He will not repent. 
Every way the lost are in sight, in the 
midst of black, bleak irreparable loss and 
indescribable tragedy and woe. In utter 
despair they peer into the midnight thun- 
derstorms, see lightning flashes of eterni- 
ty and hear the thunder clap of doom, 
but there is no exit. There the conscience 
gnaws until the whole being burns and 
smarts with remorse as they think of lost 
chances to escape that awful doom. There 
are no sun, moon and stars there, no birds 
to sing, no music to gladden the heart, no 
friends to visit, no preachers to preach, 
no church, no home, sweet home, but on- 
ly hate and murder. A voice cries, “O 
eternity, let thy cycles roll,” but you can 
not crumble or scar the walls of hell, or 
gray the hair of God who has sworn by 
His eternal self that the soul that sinneth 
it shall die. The pendulum of God’s eter- 
nal clock swings over the gates of hell, 
and with every tick ticks off the minutes 
and years and cycles of man’s stay there. 

Let us go out with the whole armor of 
God to bring in the lost.

his first one-dollar freewill offering when he entered the min- 
istry more than twenty-seven years ago. The topic of Brother 
Self’s message was “An Adjusted Life.” He very eloquently pre- 
sented the necessity in these days of both ministry and laity 
having and living a life which was adjusted to all conditions 
and circumstances. Of course in the acceptance of the gospel, 
man’s life must be adjusted to the Word of God in order for 
him to be justified, for there is no justification outside of the 
Word of God. Regardless of the latent powers that lie dormant 
in one’s life, there must be an adjustment in order for them 
to function properly and produce. Even though they may be 
hooked up with power, if the adjustment is not proper the work 
will not be satisfactory. 

We recently installed a machine at the Publishing House, 
which it seemed for a long time would not give service. The 
factory superintendent came and worked with it for two days. 
It still did not produce results and was finally condemned by the 
Editor and ordered taken out. The dealers insisted that it be 
left in the printing plant for a while and that our operator try 
it out, whereupon the operator took the instruction book and 
spent hours and hours before trying to make any adjustments 
and use the machine. After a while he thought he had it. He 
asked that he might work on his own time until he got the 
machine running. His request was granted and in a little while 
Bill Free had the machine going in good shape, and now for sev- 
2ral weeks it has been producing. 

It is a wonderful thought that in these days of hardships and 
struggles and when threats of the anti-Christian hordes are be- 
ing hurled on every side, that one has an instruction book to go 
by and if and when our lives are adjusted and tuned in line 
with the instruction book (the Bible), God’s power flows freely 
and our lives produce to His glory. The same is no less true with 


the Church of God as a great 


machine functioning, for God 
has also given through His Word 
instructions for His Church and 
for its adjustment. If it is so ad- 
justed as to conform to the in- 
structions that God has given 
us in His Word, there is no 
weapon which has been formed 
against His Church that can 
stop it. The Church must not 
get adjusted to the world but 
continually stay adjusted to 
~  God’s Word so that His prom- 

ises can become effective in its workings. 
T has been said that half the truth is better 
than no truth at all but it is our opinion 
that many times no truth at all would be better 
than half the truth because with only a part of the truth peo- 
ple are led into error as though they were following the truth. 
It is noteworthy that Jesus, when He was being tempted by 
Satan and listened to the Word of God quoted by Satan, did not 
deny that Word but merely said, “It is written again.” A real 
understanding of God’s Word consists in knowing what is writ- 
ten again or knowing the whole truth concerning a matter. 
Many passages of scriptures have been misunderstood, misinter- 
preted and misapplied only because just one verse or a few verses 
were taken when if the entire chapter or perhaps the preceding 
and following chapters were written they would shed sufficient 
light on the subject and change entirely the interpretation that 
had been given. Such is certainly true with the doctrine of the 
Mormans concerning being baptized for the dead. Such is also 
true concerning the quotation, “Do all speak with tongues?” 
and many other passages which people have taken locally and 
interpreted to their own liking without taking into consider- 
ation the context which would have greatly clarified the entire

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SEMPER FIDELIS 
BY J. H. INGRAM 
WE had already witnessed the rising 


and setting of several suns on our 
eleven-day voyage from New York to 
Rio De Janeiro, Brazil, South America. 
The great turbo-electric ship, “Argenti- 
na,” on which we were making the jour- 
ney to the southern hemisphere is classed 
as one of the largest and fastest flying the 
American flag. She was parting the waves 
with her knife- 
like bow while 
the mighty 
propellers at 
. her stern were 
\ churning the 
waters into a 
white, foam- 
Jing, swirling 
vortex, which 
faded away in 
the distance 
like a silvery 
path leading 
into the golden 
CN te Se sunset of an- 
ole ie. We sailed from New York 
nearly a day behind time and had already 
passed up a scheduled stop at Barbados, 
in order to catch up with the regular itin- 
erary at “Rio.” 





As a routine war-time precaution, 
American flags were painted on the ship’s 
sides, which were illuminated by flood- 
lights at night. I was taking exercise by 
pacing up and down the promenade deck 
in the tourist class quarters, waiting for 
the marimba to sound, calling us to sup- 
per (dinner on board ship). It happened, 
however, that I was left alone for the 
time being, and flopped down in a re- 
clining deck chair to catch another breath 
of fresh air, meditating in prayer before 
going below to the dining saloon. The set- 
ting sun had already sunk beneath the 
waves, as it apparently does, and twilight 
was stealing over the sea. As the shadows 
of darkness became more pronounced the 
quartermaster pulled down the flag from 
the masthead and hoisted it on the small 
flagstaff astern as a further means of 
identification, just in case a stray “sub” 
happened around that way. As I sat there, 
looking at the stars and stripes (that as 
an emblem means so much to us in these 
troubled times) floating proudly in the 
apex formed by two floodlights set at dif- 
ferent angles, I remembered the time 
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when we were going through “no man’s 
land” on that fateful night in Shanghai, 
China, surrounded by about two hundred 
thousand soldiers locked in deadly com- 
bat. On that occasion we saw the star- 
spangled banner flying in the floodlights 
at the mainmast of the “U. S. S. Augus- 
ta,” and being an American, I naturally 
made a bee-line for the flag. 
ALWAYS FAITHFUL 

The scene changes again and we are 
back on board the “Good Neighbor” ship 
“Argentina.” As I sat there meditating, 
the Latin phrase “Semper Fidelis” kept 
flashing through my mind. Semper 
Fidelis, the meaning of which is “always 
faithful,” is the motto of the U. S. Marine 
Corps, that military branch of the Navy 
called upon to sail the seven seas, pro- 
tecting our interests wherever the flag 
flies; and these ‘“‘sea soldiers” are noted 
for living up to the traditions handed 
down by that corps. It struck me very 
forcefully that we should be no less faith- 
ful than the U. S. Government, that has

representatives in all the civilized coun- 
tries of the world, sending out special 
agents as the occasion demands. Our com- 
mission is universal. “All nations, every 
creature,” should be the watchword of 
the day. And it might be a good thing 
for us to adopt some such motto, say a 
text to be used as a universal reminder. 
For example, our Y. P. E. has adopted 
Phil. 4:13 as their universal text, “I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” 


After the flag-raising on the ship that 
night, I looked up into the sky as it be- 
came darker and saw the famous “South- 
ern Cross” outlined by the stars in that 
unique formation of the heavenly con- 
stellation, another reminder of God’s 
faithfulness and of our duty to Him and 
His cause, as we follow on to know the 
Lord. 

When we arrived in Rio De Janeiro, 
called the world’s most beautiful seaport, 
we were charmed by the scenery after 
being rocked in the cradle of the deep for 

















eleven days and nights. For example there 
was the great modern city itself, a cosmo- 
politan center of about one and a half 
million souls, nestled against the moun- 
tains that came right down to the sea, 
with mountain peaks rising up from the 
water. There was the breath-taking sight 
of the cable cars freighted with human 
cargoes being pulled through space to the 
top of the “Sugar Loaf” peak, rising up 
to 1,300 feet above the sea. But what im- 
pressed me most was a giant statue of 
Christ that stands atop of Mt. Corcovado 
that rises to a height of 2,300 feet above 
the sea. The stature is done in something 
like white marble and portrays the Mas- 
ter with outstretched arms. It is some- 
thing like a hundred feet high and as 
wide im proportion, and can be seen from 
a distance of about twenty miles. This 
image of the Savior, which cost a vast 
fortune to build, reflects faithfulness on 
the part of many in a material sense. I 
believe they said that the lighting that 
makes it look so realistic at night was first 
turned on from,{taly by the laze Mr. Mar- 
coni, inventor of wireless telegraphy, who 
pushed a button or turned on a switch 
across the sea. 


All this reminds us of Christ who is 
“Semper Fidelis,” and is calling upon us 
o “be faithful.” I am made to wonder 
how many faithful ones could be ac- 
counted for among the hundreds of thou- 
sands who live within sight of this statue. 
What an opportunity! And what a tre- 
mendous responsibility resting upon us as 
the Church of God! Everything seems to 
point one to the need of faith and of be- 
ing faithful. Another instance, I went to 
buy stamps to mail some postal cards and 
noticed they bore the following inscrip- 
tion, “Fe e Energia” (faith and energy) 
and the representative figure was a strong 
man holding out the cross, another re- 
minder that we should be strong and of 
good courage, holding high the cross of 
Jesus to a dying world. “Faithful” should 
be the password.

WAS born in Etowah County, Ala- 

bama, September 17, 1870, in a two- 
story log building situated ten miles 
northwest of Gadsden. This building re- 
mained until about 1933 when it was torn 
down and a frame building erected on 
the grounds. 

My father and mother were poor peo- 
ple and worked hard on the farm to make 
a living for their family. I was the oldest 
child. Mother would place me in a long 
ditch and fasten up the ends so I could 
not get out while she worked in the field 
with father. Whether [| cried or laughed 
no one will ever know. I was generally 
found asleep, so Mother says. 

When I was five years old I was placed 
in a community school where I learned 
my letters and to read. We moved away 
from this place and my opportunities for 
going to school were ended for a while. 
Mother taught: me as best she could for 
two or three years. Father moved about 
from place to place in this newly settled 
country for several years. During this 
time I went to school but little. I never 
spent all told more than seventeen months 
in a schoolroom. The most of my educa- 
tion Was_obtained by studying at home 
working through the day. 
# injurious to my eyes and 
Seventeen years old I had to 

up Me and for two years I was 
alasoet blind, my eyes never recovered. It 
was a great difficulty for me to read or 
study from books any length of time and 
I never read without much pain. 

I began the study of the Bible in 1880 
when but a boy. The most of my study 
hours were spent in studying the Bible. I 
was converted in an old log Methodist 
church October 21, 1885, and began a 
Christian life which has been continued 
until this day. I was sanctified August 
17, 1896. I was baptized with the Holy 
Ghost November 23, 1910. I began 
preaching in 1893, was a preacher in the 
Methodist church until 1910 when I be- 
came a preacher in the Church of God. 

I am now in my seventieth year and 
ill preach when opportunity affords. I 
had my eyes removed December 11, 1939. 
I have to have someone to lead me around 
now, but I am glad to say I am still in the 
service of the Lord. I have had many and 
varied experiences during my pilgrimage 
on earth. God has been with me all the 
way and I believe He will continue to do 
so until He says it is enough. I’m just 
waiting to hear the welcome applause, 









“Well done, thy good and faithful serv- 
ant: thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee ruler over many 
things: enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.” 

It is my purpose to give you some 
sketches and incidents of my life in the 
paper if I can get someone to write for 
me. I hope I may yet be a blessing to

Question: Please explain Rev. 20:5. 
Will there be anybody die in the millen- 
nium? If so, who will it be? In this 20th 
chapter it says, ““The rest lived not again 
until after the thousand years were fin- 
ished.” To whom does this have reference? 
Does it mean the raptured saints?—C. S. 

Answer: The answer to the question, 
“Will there be anybody die in the millen- 
nium?” may be found in Isa. 65:20 which 
is evidently a millennium scripture. “For 
the child shall die an hundred years old 
but the sinner being an hundred years 
old shall be accursed.” The “resurrection 
of the just” is mentioned in Luke 14:13, 
14, and the “resurrection of life” dis- 
tinguished from the “resurrection unto 
damnation” in John 5:59. We here in 
Rev. 20 learn for the first time what in- 
terval of time separates these two resur- 
rections, the “resurrection unto damna- 
tion” being at the end of the millennium. 

Question: Please explain 1 John 3:9. 
Does this justify the doctrine of eternal 
security? —C. E. G. 

Answer: The scripture “Whosoever is 
born of God doth not commit sin; for his 
seed remaineth in him: and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God” does not in 
anywise justify the doctrine of eternal se-_, 
curity. The context clearly shows that the 
beloved apostle is. discussing the question 
of whether or not a man might be justi- 
fied without becoming a child of God. 
This is clearly shown in verse 6, ““Whoso- 
ever abideth in him sinneth not; whoso- 
ever sinneth hath not seen him neither 
known him.” This signifies that the fruit 
of a born-again experience is not sin and 
that the one who has become a child of 
God must bring forth fruit meet for re- 
pentance, otherwise if there is no fruit it 
shows that he has not seen Him _ nor 
known Him, or in other words, that his 
fruitless experience shows that he has not 
been born again. If he is born of God or 
is a child of God, his life will show that 
he is a child of God. 

Question: Will there be any sinners in 
the millennium, and who will make up 
the army of Gog and Magog?—Mrs. P. R. 
W. 

Answer: In one of the above answers 
you have an explanation about sinners be- 
ing in the millennium. There will evi-

tion is being shaken to its very founda- 
tion and the forces that were used to 
build it up to where it is, are being used 
toward its destruction. With nation after 
nation falling in line with the policies of 
the antichrist, defeated and put down and 
out with no other choice in the matter, 
speak louder than words, saying, “Jesus is 
coming soon,” and that is the only hope 
of our salvation.

If our readers will be so considerate as 
to indulge a little personal reference, I 
might just state why I am here in South 
America instead of Egypt, since it was 
planned that I should go around that way. 
I made all arrangements, got my ticket, 
went to Washington and got a special 
permit for the trip, and the Consul in 
New York gave me a new passport visa 
for Egypt, after the Royal Egyptian Gov- 
ernment had issued a proclamation can- 
celling all visas. Then after I was ready 
to sail on the Italian Line’s S. S. “Roma” 
a telegram came from our general head- 
quarters advising me to postpone the trip 
to Egypt. After the wire reached me in 
New York Ctiy, I took the subway and 
hurried home as a great storm was break- 
ing. On returning to the surface I was 
in front of the U. S. Post Office with the 
following inscription carved in the ma- 
sonry over the front entrance, “Neither 
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snow nor rain, nor heat nor gloom of 
night stays these couriers from the swift 
completion of their appointed rounds.” 

inking of these men’s faithfulness in 
carrying the news, both good and bad, 
impressed me so that nothing short of ma- 
jor force should have stopped me from 
making “my appointed round” with this 
gospel “Good News” had I not been 
further advised from headquarters in a 
second telegram. However, I am con- 
vinced it was for the best, since I got 
such a late start, and because of the con- 
ditions in Europe and the near East. The 
boat would have touched several ports in 
the troubled area, including Portugal, 
Azores, Italy, Greece, Yugoslavia, Syria 
and Palestine, all being good places to 
stay away from right now. The Italians 
returned every cent of my ticket money 
and said they would be glad to have me 
travel with them at a later date. Egyptian 
authorities also gave me a year in which 
to make my trip.
